2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for allowance is the combination of limitations that at least 
one of the groups X, Y, and Z is a guanidine group and that one of the amine groups 
has the specified carboxylate substituent. The Rodkey et al and Just references teach 
carrier ampholytes formed from the reaction of polyamines and alpha-beta unsaturated 
carboxylic acids, which would not comprise at least one guanidine group as required in 
the instant claims. Goodman et al teach guanidinylation reagents that could be used in 
synthesizing compounds as claimed, but no disclosure or suggestion to do so is given in 
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the reference, which focuses on the general reactivity of their reagents. Other related 
compounds comprising guanidine groups are taught by Cherksey et al and Badcock et 
al, but they provide no disclosure of the carboxylate group required in the claims, and 
do not disclose any utility as ampholytes. No motivation to modify these references to 
provide the compounds or methods claimed was found in the prior art of record. 
Therefore, the claims are considered to patentably distinguish over the prior art.
